A t the same time announcement 
was made that Senator 
Poindexter 
is prepared today to disregard the

of the League of Nations before the 
senate. 
Poindexter’s speech ,if made today, 
is expected to be followed by speeches 
by Borah, Cummins and Reed, all 
hostile to the league.
